The pose is a revelation of what you 
would like to be and an unwilling con- 
fession of what you are not, Freud 
has stripped off the disguise from 
human nature by baring to themselves 
what people are. He finds in dreams 
repressed wishes when the censor (who 
maintains the pose) is off guard. He 
finda in slips of speech and lapses of 
behavior a letting of the cat out of 
the bag, revealing what the pose con- 
ceals 

Have you ever met the effusive per- 
son who invites you to tell him (or 
is it her?) fre nkxly just what you think 
of him? And have you ever done it? 
If so, it is to your lasting regret. The 
Freudian system has been descirbed 
as unmasking the mind; but ft ts of- 
fered as a scientific, not a polite, vivi- 
section 

Posing is living up to what we are 
supposed to be, or desire the world to 
consider us. This kind of a pose is 
hardly a bluff or a sham; the poser is 
not typically an imposer, certainly not 
an imposter. He is in a way posing 
as his own statue. The resemblance of 
features is there; but nature and art 
are not well used. Yet some pose s0 
long and so constantly that they have 
forgotten, and the world never knows

Nelson's last battle 
Then he mounted to the quarter- 
deck. “Up with my signal,” he cried 
to ‘the flag lieutenant. Up to the top 
of the mast it fluttered, and as it as- 
cended, three lusty resounding cheers 
broke from the throats of the men on 
every British ship. The message was 
‘England expects that every man wil! 


do his duty,” and it lives in the heart 
of every Britisher today 
Fervently Nelson knelt upon the 


deck, and offered up praise and grati- 
tude to God, for the great opportun- 
ity given him to do his duty 

Then the battle began 
erect Nelson paced his quarter-deck 
his four stars gleaming on his breast 
Sir,’ begged Captain Hardy, ‘will you 
not remove your stars, they offer a fair 
target for the enemy’s muskets?" Nel- 
son replied, “In honour I gained them 
and in honour I will die with them,’ 
and all.attempts at persuasion on 
Hardy's part met with rebuke. The 
Redoubtable.”” with which ‘Victory’ 
| Nelson's flagship, had grappled. could

Then he was carried below 
and he covered his face with his haned- 
kerchief, so that the crew would not 
despair. He was laid upon one of the 
satiors’ bunks, and at his bedside stood 
Hardy and the chaplain. The doctor 
left one of the crew to attend to the 
dying Nelson, but Nelson said, ‘No, I 
will take my turn with my men.” Ev- 
eryone was in a state of deepest sorrow 
|j}and despair, but Nelson, uttered no 
| word of complaint

BIRMINGHAM Ala., July 13—Seven 
hundred convicts left permanently the 
Gust and grime of Alabama coa! mines 
Sunday for the state farms and road 
camps. Some of them went singing 
and all of them seemed pleased to 
leave 

Their release from the mines was 
brought about through the gesture of 
the Alabama populace i 
national sentiment against the convic: 
Jeasing system whereby convict labor 
was used in bringing coal from the 
mines of private corporations 

Free labor was moving tonight to 
the two mines, Flat Top and Aldrich 
beth near Birmingham, where speci- 
ally built homes have been provided 
The convicts were quartered tonight in 
widely different camps, some to be 
used in road construction and many

The transfer from the mines was 
made only after several days of pre- 


paration. Since the bill abolishing the 
system became effective Friday night 
the men had not been down in the 
mines since noon of that day 

When the gates of the mines opened 
about dawn this morning, hordes of 
convicts clad in new white clothes 
poured out of the mine stockadés, The 
march from the mine was marked vy 
the submissivenes of the men. Not 
one attempted a dash for liberty. The 
spirit of happiness among the men 
freed from mine labor was contagious 
Many of them sang as they left 

Long and bitter was the fight that 
revolved about convict leasing. It wis 
only after rumors of cruel treatment 
of the convict miners became preva- 


lent and after the alleged murder of! 
James Knox, a convict, by the ward-| 


ens, that public sentiment demanded 
the abolition of convict leasing. A bill 
abolishing the system was passed in 
January, 1927
